A JUST SENTENCE. 


A Peace Officer Fined for Aggra- 
vated Assuult. 
A very peculiar trial took place in Justice 
Austin’s Court, before Justice Terry, who is 
now presiding. Deputy Constable Juven- 
tino Del Valle was eating a watermelon at 
a window which fronts over the city prison.

Demosthenes and Ciceie— The 
Syllogistic Hash Known as Logic“ 
‘Education for Every-Day Life.

Yet there are 
Dominie Sampsons every where, that is 
tO say, persons deficient in the knowl- 
page of the common branches, the use- 
fal things of daily requirement. 

The main requisite in all education 
is thorough grounding in the elements 
of knowledge. It was the saying of a

man who“ knows his A B C’s has the 
key to ull knowledge.“ This pithy 
Saying has been often quoted, but not 
Aten enough, it would seem, to reach 
* he popular understanding. A fin- 


ished education“ is too often found

| English-speaking people have a 
great advantage iu the fact that what-

And no man can suc- 
cessfully mingle journalism and official 
ition. Either he will yield wholly to 
e official practice of guarding and sup- 
ressing the truth, or else, like a good jour- 
nalist, he will care nothing about anything 
but the truth. For in journalism there can 
beSbut one gsuccess, and that is to print the 
truth, and to print it a little ahead of any- 
y else. 
This is a very sound statement of the 
case, the office-holding objection apply- 
ing more especially to the appointive 
offices.

How They Are Rapidly Driving Out 
Foreign Products. 

SAN Francisco, Aug. 20.—[Special.] 
In an article published in the Bulletin 
today, after paying a tribute to the improved 
quality of California wines, it is stated that 
the California product has become a more 
and more formidable competitor of foreign 
wines. It then continues: Just how com- 
pletely foreign wines have been supplanted 
in this market may be recognized from the 
statement of importing firms that importa- 
tions have fallen off fully 90 per cent. 
within the last ten years. This loss has 
been mostly in medium grades, those 
imported in casks, the greater 
cheapness of the home-grown article cut- 
ting off all possibility of competion. In the 
higher-priced wines, champagnes and old 
vintages inported in bottles, the diminution 
has not been so marked, but even if in this 
regard there has not been an increase cor- 
responding tothe great increase in wine 
consumption throughout the State and the 
growth of wealth, which usually fore- 
shadows dem nd for better wines.“

this city have fallen off from $600,500 in 
value in 1875 to $102,700 in 1886.

n grains of quinine for him. At the same 
time reaching to a shelf, he handed Haynes 
a bottle, which the latter took, and weighed 
out the requested ten grains, putting it in 
some syrup, which Jones drank. Haynes put 
the bottle back. He glanced at the label, 
and saw to his horror that it was morphine. 
Jones at once went to a doctor. An emetic 
was given him and he was taken back to 
the drug store where he was given all the 
assistance possible. There being no stom- 
ach pump, the doctor was compelled to re- 
sort to antidotes giving him, with other 
— coffee, about two gallons in ail, only 
part of which was retained on his stomach. 
About an hour and ahalf after he had 
taken the morphine he began to get drowsy, 
and from that time till 2in the morning he 
was kept walking almost constantly to keep 
him awake. The efforts were finally suc- 
cessful and he is out ef danger.

But Will Not Desert the Unionist Party 
on That Account. 

Exaggerated Reports About Emperor William's 
Condition—An Amusing Gastein Episode— 
Some Recent Letters from Explorer 
Stanley—The Late Eclipse.

BIRMINGHAM, Aug. 20.—[By the Asso- 
eiated Press.] In a speech tonight Joseph 
Chamberlain, referring to the Crimes Bill, 
regretted that such a bill was necessary, 
but the act was, in his judgment, intended 
to_ protect Irish fellow subjects. Cham- 
berlain regretted that the Government had 
proclaimed the League. He thinks they 
were mistaken, though he and others who 
acted with him are precluded from con- 
demning the proclamation in strong lan- 
guage. He dwelt upon the absence of 
crime in most of the districts of Ireland, 
and thought that the other clauses of the- 
Coercion Bill would be quite sufficient to 
enable the Government to deal with 
isolated cases. “I am afraid,” he added, 
that the course the Government has pur- 
sued, will land them in the greatest diffi- 
culties and danger.“ He quoted an Irish 
landlord, who had asked him to use his in- 
fluence to prevent the proclamation, and 
who had said that, left alone, the League was 
rapidly becoming a laughing stock and 
sinking into oblivion, but if the Government 
proclaimed it, it would revive and 
renewed subscriptions. Regarding e 
report that he had resigned his connection 
with the party, Chamberlain said: The 
statement is entirely unauthorized, and 
without a shadow of foundation. It is true 
I differ from the Government on this one 
point, but I am prepared to support their 
general policy so far as in my judgment it 
tends to maintain the union.“ 

Referring to the recent elections and the 
remarks made that the country is returning 
to its loyalty to Gladstone, Chamberlain 
said: “The country never wavered in its 
loyalty to Mr. Gladstone. It thought him 
Sn mistaken, but has not lost its 
sense of — for his past services. It 
will be a happy day for all when Mr. Glad- 
stone enables us to again arrange ourselves 
on his side.“ 

Continuing, Chamberlain complained that 
the recent elections were fought under false 
colors. Gladstone's candidates, he said, 
adopted Radical Unionist principles, and 
only gained majorities by throwing over- 
board altogether Gladstone’s policy as com- 
prised in the two great bills he opposed in 
1886. In conclusion, Chamberlain empha- 
sized the necessity of maintaining the 
Unionists principles to which they had 
given adheslon.

SAN QUENTIN, Aug. 20.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Prison Directors met 
today. A communication was received 
from the California Cotton Mill Company 
asking that the manufacture of fleece and 
hop twine be discontinued at the jute mill. 
The company claimed that it had been 
forced to stop operations on account of the 
low price at which the prison product is re- 
tailed. 

President Boggs stated that the directors 
had already closed all industries inter 
fering with white labor. 

The general opinion expressed by the 
directors was that the prison work would 
not interfere with free white labor, but that

work. 

The directors decided to deny the request. 
A communication was received from the

It winds along 
sometimes within a few feet of the sea, 
n line of rock and shell on the right, 
unother of bluffs ane broken hills on 
the left, on the highest of which stands 
the Castillo del Principe, the chief of 
the fortifications of Havana. 

At last you reach the baths. Here 
too is a glorieta, and beyond this are 
the most peculiar facilities for bathing 
that | remember to haveseen. A long 
high reef has been cut and hollowed 
into a dozen separate wells just where 
the surf tumbles against the shore. 
These cavities are 12 or 14 feet square 
and 6 or 8 feet deep; in each there is 
ahole or window opening toward the 
sea and as large as the body of a man. 
Through this hole the water finds en- 
trance, standing perhaps 4 feet above 
the floor. A wooden roof stretches 
Over all these pits, each of which is 
fenced off separately above the water 
and thus converted into an excellent 
bathing-room opening toward the sea. 
There is a wooden door at the enter- 
ance with sufficient furniture and — 
flight of steps cut into the rocks 
Which you descend to the bath. “rhe 
gen flows in and out incessantly 
through the aperture; the bottom of | 
the pit is rough and the sides rugged; 
the crabs are crawling in your huge 
mb. and the seaweed comes in at your 
— but the whole effect is unique 
ad delightful. You can look over the 
ma rocky wall to the ocean beyond, and 
the breeze is constant and unob- 
Structed, for the boarding between 
ide rooms reaches only half way to 

* the roof, which is fifteen feet above the 
1 Water. In very high seas the tide sub- 
werges the baths, and sometimes ina 
* storm the whole wooden structure is 
Swept or blown away. 

Some of the pits are large enough for 
baif u «dozen bathers, and these are 
» ealled public; but the private ones can 
be taken by a party of two or three or 
: by asingle person. To rise at 5 or6 
and reach the bath almost before the 
= sun, and spend half an hour in the 
3 Atlantic in one of these strange tropi- 
eal crannies, half natural, half artifi- 
cial, is the most delightful preparation 
for a Cuben day in July that can be 
conceived. 

After this L sometimes strolled along 

beach, which is cool at this early 
hour, and looked out on the great 
sweep of the sea that always seemed 
bluer than anywhere else in the world, 
and calmer than any ocean surf that I 
have ever known. The waves were 
less boisterous, the line of breakers 
never high unless in absolute storm, 
while the water itself, though stimu- 
lating and exhilarting in sensation 
was softer than other sea water, an 
left none of that stinging and some- 
times disagreeable effect upon the skin 
Shat ocean water often produces. Then 
1 found my way back to my hotel, as 
different u summer resort as sible 
from those at Newport or Long Branch, 
or Dieppe or Scarborough, or at any 
Seber seaside place on either continent. 
The hotel was kept by an American, 
acreole from Louisiana, and was sup- 
to be in the American stvle, but 
t puzzled one to discover the Ameri- 
canism. Two long one-storied build- 
ings, thrown into one, stood at the 
junction of a couple of streets, or 
rather unpaved country roads, ‘and 
faced perhaps forty feet in each direc- 
tion. A wide, uncovered plazza 
reached along both fronts, and and all 
sonal windows came to the door; they 
indeed, mere aperatures, huge 
— doors usually thrown open for 
— with no glazings or sashes of any 
description, only gratings on the inside. 
The shutters were closed when the sun 
or the heat was inclement, but at other 
times the entire domestic arrangements 
of the house were exposed; bed cham- 
bers were as open as salas, as the 
ordinary sitting-rooms are called. 

The entrance to the establishment 
was a brick-paved court, in which a 
carriage was always standing, and one

tively not imagine, for nobody knows 
what a pineapple is until he has tasted 
a fresh one in the torrid zone. 

This dining-room at the hotel opened 
= into an oblong uncovered area of the 
= house. This space contained a few 
palms or banana trees and a well on 

dne of the sides vas the kitchen, where 

} the horse was a frequent visitor and a 
high brick wall; on the other a tier of 
bedrooms, all level with the court, and 
all with double doors reaching to the 
roof, for there was no upper story. 
These doors were only windows, but 
the bedrooms, of which there were five 
or six in the row, were all connected by 
other huge doors, which could be thrown 
open if the occupants chose. You never 
felt in these rooms that you were alone. 

At the further end of the court there 
happened to be a large square struc- 
ture, separate from the remainder of 
the house; it had once beena kitchen 
and hardly seemed like a room at all. 
It was paved with brick and had 
double doors on two of its sides open- 
ing into the court-yard, these doors 
took up nearly the entire wall.

A Needle Case.—It is on the principle 
of the rolled ket needle book, but 
inside the roll at the end are three 
reels of cotton, the ends of which are 
passed through the eyes of the needles, 
which are darned into a needle book 
in three even rows. In this manner 
the needles are always fed by the 
cotton until the reels are empty, when 
the roll must be undone at the end and 
fresh reels supplied. It can be made 
of velvet or leather, or any material; 
line it with flannel and bind it with 
ribbon. 

A Letter-Holder—A pretty arrange- 
ment for holding letters is made of 
wide-brimmed sun-hats. They cost 25 
cents, perhaps, and may be used after 
having been worn one summer.

KINDERGAKTEN WORK. 


An Intelligent Exposition of the New 
Education.” 

Froebel, the originator of the kin der- 
garten theory, said, Come let us live 
with our children.“ Make the tem- 
poral eternal and the eternal temporal.“ 
The kindergarten means a garden of 
children, and the discoverer of this 
„method of nature“ meant to sym- 
bolize the plan of treatment. The 
gardener studies the individual natures 
of his plants, putting them into such 
soil and atmosphere as to enable them 
to grow, bud and flower, so the true 
kindergartner will study the individual 
characteristics of each child, a plying 
the right key in the form of gifts an 
occupations,’ games and conversation. 
These will prove an awakener to the 
inner world or child mind, and arouse 
all his activities,resulting in generosity, 
self-respect, courtesy and reverence 
also spontaneous geometry, rythmical 
measure and music and development in 
various ways. A spirit of love and 
sympathy between pupils and teachers 
prevade the exercises, which are con- 
ducted with alternate songs, instinctive 
games and the busy employment 
suitable to early youth. No irksome 
task is required, no corporal punish- 
ment inflicted, the enforcement of a 
few simple rules is sought through 
kindness alone; for the kindergarten is 
a little community, having laws that 
all are bound to follow, having privi- 
leges all are entitled to enjoy—each 
child is bound to recognize the rights 
of every other child, thereby strength- 
ening self-control and independence. 
The effect on the character is not merely 
for the present but may be traced 
later inthe men and women of self-re- 
liant thought and action; those who 
take the trouble to study into the kin- 
dergarten system will ascertain that 
while the work is pretty and entertain- 
ing, and most carefully adapted to the 
child in every way, the effect is deep 
and broad upon the mind and charac- 
ter of the child. 

A prominent advocate of the kinder- 
garten once said: Custom is the great- 
est of all tyrants and much difficulty is 
sometimes encountered in convincing 
even the most enlightened ple, that 
the crude conception of education 
which is frequently obtained in the 
ordinary public infant schools is rad- 
ically wrong,“ the education of the 
natural faculties of the child, his ob- 
servation and imitation should precede 
any attempt to cultivate the habit of 
reflection. Still a fond mother will say 
to her little one, a bright member of 
the kinder n, It is time my little 
child was 1 something,“ as if 
the expansion of the imagination, the 
proper use of 125 the culture of 
the voice, the benefit of physical ex- 
ercise and the practice of dexterity, 
etc., were not more valuable than the 
words 
crammed into the little heads too 
young to really understand the ab- 
stract. Written words will not ex- 
press the fine graduation of the work 
with the children, or the conversations 
held daily with them, the latter leading 
to self expression and a love for the 
good, the true and the beautiful.“ 

e testimony of those who have 
studied into the kindergarten method, 
is invariably to the effect that children 
who come from a pure kindergarten 
enter into advanced school work and 
outside occupations with a clearer per- 
ception and a keener zest than those 
who have not had the same ad- 
vantages. 

A lover of this work says: It works 
quietly and makes no show,”’ therefore 
judgment should not be passed upon it 
hastily.

SOME VIEWS OF A 
‘ISLAND woR! 


Northern Museum—Otter, Bear 
and Fox Skins—The Little Bid- 
arkas—Sea-Lion Bags—Baskets of 
Grass—A Little Village by the Sea. 


It was in September of 1880 that I 
reached Ounalaska, a large island of 
the Aleutian chain. It was early morn- 
ing when we sighted land—great, 
black, frowning mountain walls, 
wrapped in heavy gray mists. Above 
the mists rose the tops of the moun- 
tains, looking like another world above 
the fog. Among them was a lofty 
volcanic peak from which the smoke 
was rising, and which left a long black 
line upon the clouds. 

As we entered the Behring Sea 
through the narrow channel of Onimac 
‘Pass, the fog lifted, and we saw vast 
hills, whose sides sloped clear to the 


water’s edge, still covered with green 
, and the native wild flowers. 


very now and then a rocky point 
jutted out from the land. me 
of these looked like huge 


Stone pyramids. Others resembled 
slender obelisks, and some were like 
the spires of cathedrals, and still others 
were like the parts of huge gates 
which might have been swung back- 
ward inst the mountain’s. sides. 
crests of the mountains were 
Cove with their eternal snows, and 
down the sides or lofty ks poured 
rushing torrents, falling in white cas- 


cades, leaping from height to height, 
then down through narrow channels 
into the sea. 


The seagulls floated along with 
steady wing above the ship, and the 
arries floated along the shores, while 
in the blue .waters ef the sea were 
hundreds of seals. The day before we 
had seen many great whales spouting 
in the distance, and once of twice they 
came close to the vessel. I well re- 
member how beautiful the island 
looked after the fog lifted and 
the sun came out. While it. 
was | through the mist 
there were at first hundreds of rain- 
bows upon the hilltops. Then the fog 
‘was scattered and the sky was wonder- 
fully blue. We could see great jelly 
fish floating in the sea, and huge star 
fishes many times larger than can be 
found 1g Apr upon the coast of Cali- 
fornia. ‘The sea depths were very clear 
as we approached the land, and we 
could see many wonders below the 
water. 

There was hardly a wave astir as we 
neared the little village of Ounalaska, 
built almost upon the 

white sandy beach, with a hizh wall of 

n hills behind it. At first sight it 
ked lower than the sea, but as we 
approached it seemed to rise from the 
waves, and lift itself up above the 
water. The Greek church with its long, 
slender spires was the first object to 
meet our view. Then there was a long 
line of white and yellow houses. The 
Greek 2 had a pretty home be- 
side the church. It was a very 
modern-looking house, and beside 
it was a small vegetable garden, the 
only one upon the whole island. Not 
much could be grown in it, though, 
only a few cabbages and turnips, 
which were wonderfully dwarfed, as if 
they felt that they had no business to 
strive so far to the north. But still 
they had done their best in the few 
days that were allowed them, and the 
priest thought they were marvels. 

What a crowd of dirty natives were 
at the landing when the ship came to 
anchor, and how they chattered away 
in their unutterable Aleut dialect. Not 
~ a word of all that they said could I un- 
derstand. They were dressed in Amer- 
ican costume, which they received from 
San Francisco, tho Alaska Commercial 
Company’s ships bringing up the goods 
from the city. 

Down near the shore were the great 
- warehouses of the company, in one of 
which was a real American dry — 
store. In another were the provisions 
upon which the people depend for their 
supplies. There were canued fruits 
and meats of all kinds, flour, vinegar, 
molasses, beans, coffee, tea, sugar, 
salt and all the other necessaries for 
the table. The company’s coupe lived 
well and had as good a table at their 
headquarters as you could find in most 
of the homes in California. I was very 
much interested in the contents of 
these warehouses, or at least in one 
room of it. It was a sort of a museum 
and held many curious things. There 
wonderfully woven baskets, Which 
the natives had woven out of 
the fine, long island grasses. They 
were of various colors, and so 
closely were they — that the 
would hold water. They were of dif- 
ferent shapes and sizes, and some had 
neatly-fitting covers. Then there were 
the pretty bags, made of the intestines 
of the sea lion, which had been dressed 
and dried until they were of a trans- 
parent texture. hey were neatly 
sewed together, while between the 
seams were set delicate and slender 
bird-feathers, which made a pretty or- 
nament. Then there were miniature 
bidarkas, or native boats, made like 
those used by the Aleutes, of sea-lion 
skins, drawn over the light framework 
of the boat. 

I saw someof the Aloutes out in those | 
bidarkas upon the sea, floating as 
lightly as the sea-gulls upon the water. 
i here were also in thismuseum skins 
_ of the white polar bear, and the great 
brown bear of Alaska, together with 
the beautiful skins of the otter found 
about these islands, and the handsome 
and choice skins of the blue fox, found 
in great numbers upon the island of 
St. Paul, 250 miles further to the north. 
Here, too, were huge tusks of the wal- 
rus which had been taken from the an- 
imals on Walrus Island, and a multi- 
: of sea birds, some with bright 

lumage which we greatly admired. 

here were the eggs, too, of various 
birds which inhabit the sea walls, and 
many other things too numerous to 
mention. [spent much time in look- 
ing over these things, and sometime 
perhaps I may tell you more of all that 
I saw in that far-off island in the 
northern seas. .O.

The idea is ex- 
plained by the following official order, 


issued yesterday: 
HEADQUARTERS DEPT. OF ARIZONA, 

Los ANGELES (Cal.), Aug. 20, 1887. 
General Orders, No. 24. 5 

I. During the months of September 
and October of this ‘ted the troops of 
this department will be considered as 
on field duty, and will be instructed 
and exercised in all that pertains to 
the practical requirements of field ser- 
viee. During those months all other 
drills and duties will, as far as practi 
cable, be suspended. except the target 
and signal practice required by orders 
of the War Department, which will be 
regulated so as to admit of this field 
service. 

II. On September Ist, post command- 
ers will occupy their districts of ob- 
servation by the location of outposts 
signal and heliograph stations, and 
establish communications with the 
nearest signal stations of the adjacent

III. During the first fifteen days of 
that month post commanders w ll, if 
necessary, make themselves familiar

Apache, by courier, of the presence of 
his detaciment.

Apache for supplies. After remaining 
there ten days they will return, pass- 
ing east of Ft. Apache, west of Ft. 
Thomas, east of Ft. Grant, and west of 
Ft. Bowie and east of Dragoon Station, 
on the Southern Pacific Railroad. to 
Ft. Huachuca. In starting from Ft. 
Huachuca they will be allowed from 12 
m. September 17th, until 6 a.m. the day 
following, before being followed by the 
troops from Ft. Huachuca. After 6 
a.m., September 18th, they will remain 
in camp until 12 m. of that day, and 
after that time they will be limited in 
marches to the hours between 12 m. and 
midnight of each day. The command- 
ing officer of the detachment will select 
(within the above described limits) his 
own line of march and conceal his men

ment. Both officers and men of the de-

“Gentlemen, Europe Is on the Point 
of Losing a Great Soul“ -The Bur- 
falin Pere-la-Chaise—“He Was a 
Genius”—He Died in the Night. 


On the 18th of August, 1850, my wife, 
who had been during the day to see 
Mme. de Balzac, told me that Balzac 
was dying. I hurried to him. 

M. de Balzac been suffering for 
eighteen months from hypertrophy of 
the heart: After the revolution of 
February he went to Russia and there 
married. Some days before his depar- 
ture I met him in the boulevard. He 
was then complaining and breathing 
noisily. In May, 1850, he returned to 

ce, married rich, and dying When 
he arrived his legs were already 
swollen. Four doctors held a consulta- 
tion. One of them, M. 8, told me 
on the 6th of July: He has not six 
weeks to live.“ It is the same disease 
that killed Frederick Soulie. 

On August 18th my uncle, Gen. Louis 
3 was dining with me. As soon 
as the table was cleared I left and took 
a cab to the Avenue Fortunee (No. 14), 
in the Quartier Beaujon, where M. de 
Balzac lived. He had purchased what 
remained of the mansion of M: de 
Beaujon, some portion having escaped 
demolition. He had furnished it mag- 
nificently and made it a very pretty 
little house, having a carriage entrance 
on the Avenue Fortunee, and for gar- 
den à Jong and narrow court, in which 
the pavement was here and there cut 
into flower beds. 

I rang. The moon was up, but 
obscu 5 clouds. The street was 
deserted. No one came. I rang again. 
The door opened. A servant appeared 
with a candle. What do you want, 
Sir?“ she asked. She was crying. 

I told her my name. She ushered me 
into a room on the ground floor, in 
which, on a consolé op osite the chim- 
ney-piece, was a Colossal bus. Of Balzac 
by Dayid. A wax candle was burning 
upon a splendid table in the center 
salon, and which had for feet six 
statuettes, gilt with the purest gold. 

Another woman who was also crying, 
came and said: He is dying. Madame 
has gone to her own foom. The doctors 
have not been here since yesterday. He 
has a wound in the leg. Gangrene has 

set in. The doctors do not known what 
to do; they say that the ww od is a 
couennuous dropsy — an infiltration. 
That is what they call it; that the skin 
and the flesh are like lard, and that it 
is impossible to —4 him, Last month, 
when going to bed, master ran against 
a decora iece of 8 and tore 
the skin of his leg and all the water in 
the body ran out. The doctors were 
much astonished, and since then they 
have made puncturations. They said: 
Amitate nature.’ But an abscess of the 
limb has supervened. M. Roux op- 
erated. Yesterday they removed the 
dressing; the wound, instead of having 
suppurated, was red, dry and burning. 
Then they said, He is lost!’ and they 
have never returned. Four or five 
have been sent for in vain. Every one 
said, ‘It is no use.’ He had a bad 
night. This morning at 9 Monsieur 
could not speak. Madame sent Vr a 
priest; he came, and has given Mon- 
sieur extreme unction. One hour after 
be shook the hand of his sister, Mme. 
de Surville. Since 11 o’clock the rattle 
has been in his throat, and he can see 
mo longer. He will not live through 
the night. If N u wish, sir, I will go 
and look for M. de Surville, who has 
not yet retired.“ 

e woman left me. I waited for 
some minutes. The candle scarcely 
lighted the room, its splendid furniture, 
and fine pictures by Porbus and Hol- 
bein. The marble bust shows back 
vaguely in the gloom like the specter 
of the man who was dying. A corpse- 
like smell pervaded the house. 

M. de Surville entered and confirmed 
all that the servant had said. I re- 
quested to see M. de Balzac. 

We proceeded along the corridor 
ascended a staircase covered with re 
carpet and laden with objects of art— 
vases, statues, pictures, credence- 
tables—and then another corridor, and 
I perceived an open door. I hearda 
loud and sinister rattling noise. I was 
in the death chamber of Balzac. 

Abed stood in the middle of the room 
a mahogany bedstead having a suspen- 
sory arrangement at the head and foot 
for the convenience of moving the in- 
valid. M.de Balzac was in this bed, 
his head supported on a pile of pillows. 
to which had been added the. red 
damask cushions from the sofa. His 
face was purple, almo3t black, and 
drawn to the right side; his ard 


trimmed, his gray hair cut short, his 


eves fixed and open. Isaw him in pro- 
file, and thus he resembled the Em- 
peror. 

An old woman, the nurse and a man- 
servant at each side of the bed; acandle 
Was burning behind the head of the bed 
upon a table, another upon the drawers 
near the door. A silver vase was 
placed on the night table. This man 
and this woman stood silent in fear, 
and listened to the dying rattle of the 
invalid. | : 

‘The candle behind the bed lighted up 
brightly the portrait of a young man, 
ruddy and smiling, hanging near the 
fireplace. 

An unsupportable smell issued from 


the bed. I lifted the counterpane and 
took the hand of Balzac. It was 
clammy. I pressed it. He did not 


respond to the pressure. ! 
his was the same room in which I 
had come to see him a month previ- 
ously. He was then cheerful, full of 
hope, having no doubt of his recovery, 
showing his swelled limb, and 
laughing. We had a long conver- 
sation and a tical dispute. He 
called me a demagogue. He was a 
legitimist. He said to me: ‘‘How have 
you so quietly renounced the title of 
r of France, the best after that of 

King of France?“ He also said: I 
have the house of M. de Beaujon with- 
out the garden, but with the seat in 
the little church at the corner of the 
street. A door in my staircase opens 
into this church; one turn of the key 
and I can hear mass. I think more of 
the seat than of the garden.“ When I 
was about to leave him he conducted 
me to the staircase with great difficulty 
and showed me the door, and then he 
called out to his wife: ‘‘Mind you show 
Hugo all my pictures.“ 

The nurse said to me: IIe will die 
at daybreak.” 

I came down stairs again, bearing in 
mind the livid face. Crossing the 
dining-room, —1 — 
able, impassable, haughty, vaguely, 
radiant; and I compared death with 
immortality. 
Wen I reached home it was Sunday. 
1 found many ple awaiting me, 
among others; Riza Bey, the Tarkish 
charge d’affaires; Navarette, the Span- 
ish poet; and the Count Arrivabene, 
the exiled Italian. I said to them: 
„Gentlemen, Europe is on the point of 
losing a great soul.“ 

He died in the night. He was 51 
years old.

The service was performed at St. 
Phillippe du Roule. As I stood by the 
coffin I remembered that there my se- 
cond daughter had been baptized, and 
I had not been in the church since.

The Minister of the Interior, Baroche, 
came to the funeral he was seated by 
me in the church, near the bier, and 
from time to time he spoke to me. He 
said: He was a distinguished man.“ 
replied: He was a genius.“ 

The procession traversed Paris and 
went by way of boulevards to Pere-la- 
Chase. A few drops of rain fell when 
we were leaving the church and when 
we reached the cemetery. It was one 
of those days on which it seems the 
heavens must shed tears. 

We walked all the way. I proceeded 
in front of the coffin, holding one of the 
silver tassels of the pall; Alexander 
Dumas was on the other side. 

When we came to the grave, which 
was some distance up the hill, we 
found an immense crowd. The road 
was rough and narrow; the horses had 
some difficulty in pulling the hearse, 
which rolled back again. I found my- 
self imprisoned between a wheel and 
and a tomb, and was very nearly 

crushed. The spectators who were 
standing on the tomb helped me up. 

The coffin was lowered into the 
grave, which is close to those of 

Charles Nodier and of Casimir Dela- 
vigne. The priest said the last prayer, 
and I spoke a few words. As I was 
speaking the sun set. All Paris ap- 
peared in the distance enveloped in the 
splendid haze of the setting orb. The 
earth began to fall into the grave al- 
most at my feet, and I was interrupted 
by the dull sound of the earth drop- 
ping on the coffin.

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THK GREAT PLAINS. 


culiarities, Their Customs and 
Their Disappearance Before Ad- 
vancing Civilization. 


The Gaucho g(gow-cho), of South 
America, is e most interesting 
character on the continent, and if the 
writers of tales of adventure could get 
at bim he would afford them as much 
material as the crusaders of the middle 
ages or the North American savage, 
correspondent 
of the New York Sun. The Spanish 
colonies have produced no Fenimore 
Cooper or Mayne Reid, and such a 
writer as Ned Buntline is unknown to 
Sonth American literature. Buffalo 
Bill and Texas Jack would die of 
mortification if their horsemanship and 
endnrance were placed in comparison 
with that of the genuine Gaucho of the 
pampas, and even the centaur of 
mythology would blush with envy. 

he Gauchos are the descendants of 
the aristocratic Spanish dons and 
Indian women, for the grandees and 
hidalgos who once ruled over these 
provinces did not hesitate to seek the 
society of the Pocahantases of the 
Guarani race. They are at once the 
most indolent and the most active of 
human beings; for when they are not 
im the saddle, devouring space on the 
back of a tireless broncho, they are 
sleeping in apathetic indolence amon 
their mistresses or gambling with 
their chums. Half savage and half 
courtier, the Gaucho is as polite as he 
is cruel, and will make a bow like a 
dancing master or thrum an air on the 
native mandoline with the same ease 
and nonchalance as he will mur- 
der a fellow being or slaught- 
er a steer. Ile recognizes no un- 
but his own will and the law 
written code of the cattle rage, and all 
violations of this code are punished b 
banishment or death. Whoever of- 
fends him must fight or fly, and his 
vengeance is as enduring as it is vigi- 
lant. The statute of limitations is not 
recognized by him, and he will kill on 
sight an enemy he has not seen for a 
quarter of acentury. He never shoots 
or strikes with his fist, and his only 
weapons are the short knife, which is 
never absent from his hand or his belt, 
and is used at short range, and the 
la3so, which is not only an implement 
of nis trade, but an instrument offen- 
sive and defensive. : 

A fight between Gauchos always 
means murder, and itis the duty of 
him who kills to see that his victim is 
decently buried and the widow and 
orphans cared for. The widow, if she 
pleases him, becomes his wife or his 
mistress, and the orphans grow up to 
de Gauchos under his tutelage. He is 
is as superstitious as a Hindoo and an 
inveterate gambler. When he is not 
asleep or in the saddle he is always en- 
gaged at quaint games of chance that 
are his own invention, and are known 
to no other race in the world. He is 

aceable when sober, but a reckless 

aredevil, regardless of God and man, 
and when he is drunk he is a fiend in- 
earnate, for a howling savage is like a 
| ne a child when compared to a 

unken Gaucho. As brave as a lion, 
as active as a panther, with an en- 
durance equal to — test, faithful to 
his friends, as implacable as fate to 
any one who offends him, he has ex- 
ercised a powerful influence upon the 
destiny of the Argentine Republic, 
and kept that nation back to civiliza- 
tion until overcome by an increased 
immigration of foreigners. 

The Gaucho has nevertaken any part 
as 
such, under a leader that he will cbey, 
he is without an equal in either civil- 
ized or savage fighting. 

The Argentines once had a Gaucho 
president, Don Manuel Rosas, who 
ruled the country with a despotism of 
iron and blood for twenty-two years— 
from 1830 to 1852—and even now is 
seldom referred to without a shudder 
for the marks of his cruel hand are still 
visible, and the ancient aristocracy 
still feel the sting of blows he inflicted 
upon them. He was the son of a 
wealthy Gaucho of the same name, 
who exercised a patriarchial sway over 
the peons that looked after his flocks 
and herds, and as the young Rosas 
grew up the old man gradually yielded 
to the stronger will of the son, until 
the latter became a sort of Gaucho 


them in the war of 1829 against the In- 
dians. So powerful did he become 
that it was an easy step from the chief- 
tainship of the Gauchos to the presi- 
dency of the republic, a self-appointed 
dictator, the head of an absolute des- 
potism which existed for nearly a quar- 
ter of a century, in defiance of the con- 
stitution and the laws. 
Rosas was a compou nd of the arro- 
ance and stubborn superstition of the 
anish race and the cruelty and craft 
of the Guarani Indians, whose blood 
he inherited through his mother. He 
maintained his power by the loyalty of 
the Gauchos, of whom the .people of 
the towns lived in terror. With an in- 
flexible will, with the cunning of a fox, 
and the courage of a lion, with egre- 
gious vanity and arrogance, and a per- 
petual distrust of every living being 
except his daughter, Mannileta, the 
only person to whose influence he ever 
submitted, or for whom he has ever 
showed any affection, he ruled likea 
savage chieftain over the entire south- 
ern half of the continent. from Para- 
gnay to the Straits of Magellan, re- 
lying solely upon the terror which his 
own cruelty and that of his Gaucho 
lieutenants had inspired among the 
people. Blood flowed by his com- 
mand as freely as water, and the 
extermination of those who op- 
osed him was the policy under which 
e perpetuated his power. No citizen 
of Argentine or Uruguay felt himself 
safe. Noman went to bed at night 
with any confidence that he would be 
alive in the morning, for neither friend 
ship, relationship, nor even obscurity 
was a shield from assassination, and he 
only ceased to murder when the in- 
ordinate fear he had inspired paralyzed 
the people and rendered them abso- 
lutely prostrate to his will. He spared 
neither age nor sex. Even his oldest 
friend, a man who had been more than 
a father to him, and was supposed to 
be his confidential adviser, was mur- 
dered in cold blood by the masorqueros, 
the secret assasins or Danites on whom 
he relied to execute his atrocious de-

cated, and a tame Gaucho is always a 
drunkard, a loafer and a thief. Civili- 


not steal or do a mean act, but when he 
becomes the resident of a town he will 
rob a dog, and there is no end to 
his maliciousness. Few of the race 


have ever acquired land, and 
even at the prosent day he de- 
spises the Estanciaro,“ Who 


will not depend upon the public do- 
main for pasturage. So he has to keep 
moving, faster and faster, to get out of 
the way of barbed-wire fences and the 
restraints of civilization. A few years 
hence he will disappear, or assume 
more of the character of the North 
American cowboy. Even now, in the 
more settled 4 of the country 
the word Gaucho has become a word o 
reproach, and is applied to worthless 
characters, who live by cattle-stealing, 
and corresponds to the rustler of the 
United States. 

The language of the genuine Gaucho 
is a mixture of Spanish and the Guar- 
ani Indian tongues, and his food is 
beef and ‘‘yerba mate.“ At every 
‘‘reodo”’ or “round up there is a great 
feast, at which many things are 
set forth, but the ordinary diet of the 
race is the ribs of beef, roasted on a 
spit before the fire, and eaten without 
salt or bread, while the ordinary drink 
isthe Paraguayan tea, sucking the 
latter through a tube. Hetives like 
the Indian, gorges himself when he has 
plenty of food,or goes for days at atime 
without eating, but he always has his 
mate cup with him, and the yerba con- 
tains a great amount of nutriment. He 
usually has a habitation in a hut at 
the headquarters of the estancia, upon 
which he is employed, and there he 
keeps his family and goes on feast days, 
for he is enough of a Catholic to keep a 
close reckoning of the eclesiastical cal- 
ender as the archbishop himself. He 
has no regard for the Sabbath, but 
recognizes every religious anniversary 
of the Church by leaving his cattle on 
the range and going to 121  eoey 
where he spends the day in drinking, 
gambling, confessing his sins to the 
padre, „M and testing horse- 
manship withh is companions. These 
fast days never end without murder, 
and often more than one. 

When dressed in his full regalia, the 
Gaucho’s appearance is picturesque, 
with his swarthy face, long: hair and 
long mustache, he would create a 
sensation in any guise, for his physique 
is perfect and his swagger as bold as 
thatof a buccaneer or a bandit chief. 
The Gaucho women are said to be 
beautiful when young, but when 25 or 
30 they are dirty, lousy, unkempt slat- 
terns, with bleared eyes and tangled 
hair, wearing nothing but soiled and 
faded gowns, and, perhaps, a pair of 
brass or silver ear-rings. When she 
is a maiden the Gauchos will kill each 
other out of jealously, but when he 
becomes a wife, or a mistress, she is 
kicked about the camp, beaten and 
abandoned at her master’s will. 

All the finery in the family goes on 
the husband’s back and saddle. In 
place of trousers he wears achiropa 
and calconcillas. The former is a square 
piece of cloth, drawn about the thighs 
and fastened around the waist with a 
belt. It descends as far as the knees, 
from which the rest of the leg is cov- 
ered with the calconcillas, a wide pair 
of cotton drawers, handsomely and 
gaudily embroidered, and ornamented 
with two or three wide frills. The feet 
are encased in a pair of botas de potro, 
made ofthe skin of a leg of a goat, 
rubbed until it is as soft as buckskin. 
The heels are decorated with a pair of 
immense iron or silver spurs, weighing 
pound or so each. 
nstead of the sombrero and velvet 
jacket of the Mexican cavalier, the 
Gaucho wears a hat of pita“ fiber, 
such as are commonly known as 
Panama hats, and which may have cost 
him as much as a dozen cattle or 
horses, and a poncho. But in his 
saddle lies his wealth, for all his sav- 
ings and gambling gains go to decorate 
that emblem of his trade. Silver orna- 
ments for bridle and saddle are legal 
tender in exchange for anything sale- 
able wherever the Gaucho goes, and 
what is his seat by day and his pillow by 
night, he always uses as a sort of sav- 
ings bank. have seen saddles 
worth $1000, with solid silver 
stirru pommels and ornaments, 
weighing as much as a 
man. A pair of silver spurs are worth 
anywhere from $50 to $100, according 
to their size and the workmanship upon 
them, and silver stirrups are often sold 
as high as $200 a pair. Stirrups of 
solid silver, made in the form of a heel- 
less slipper, are very common, and the 
belles of the cities of Argentine con- 
sider them essential to a riding cos- 
tume. The same are often made of 
brass, and, highly polished, add a 
unique feature to the accouterments of 
an Argentine caballero. His belt is 
usually covered with a string of silver 
dollars, and all his buttons are the 
same. 

The Argentine poncho is a 
stitution, and if some fashionable dude 
in New York would set the style by 
wearing one, it would add greatly to 


their convenience. There never was a 
garment better adapted for out- 
of-door use, and particularly for plains- 
men or those who are much in the sad- 
die. Itisa blanket of ordinary size, 
with a slit in the center, through which 
the head goes, und the folds of the 
poncho hangs down as far as the knees, 
giving free use to the arms, but always 
furnishing them and the rest of the 
body shelter. In summer it sbields the 
wearer from the heat of the sun, while 
in winter it is as warm as an ulster, and 
on rainy days takes the place of an um- 
brella. The native is never without it, 
summer or winter, afoot or horseback, 
at home or abroad. It stays by him like 
his shadow, and gives him an overcoat 
by day and a blanket by night. 

Ponchos were formerly made of the 
hair of the vicuna, an animal which is 
a sort of cross between the camel and 
the antelope, and is found in the Bo- 
livian Andes. Before the conquest 
vicuna skin was the royal ermme of 
the Incas, and none but persons of 
princely blood were allowed to wear it. 
A vicuna poncho is as soft as velvet 
and as durable as steel. You can find 
plenty of them in Argentine and Chili 
that have been in the old families for 
two centuries or more, like grand- 
father’s clock, and have been handed 
down with the family jewels as heir- 
looms.

One of their sports is breakin 
horses, cruel and dangerous like 
their amusements. wo Gauches 
mount, and, taking positions forty or 
fifty yards apart, at agiven signal start 
at a full run and come together breast 
to breast, like two battering rams, with 
a shock that often kills the animals, 
and nearly always unseats one of both 
of the riders. 5 
Another is called crowding horses. 
Mounted Gauchos place their stallions 
side by side, and spurring the animals 
on the outside flank crowd them against 
each other to see which will yield. 
A third game is to place a bar across 
the entrance to a corral or other 
exposure, about the height of a horse’s 
head. The Gaucho mounts, retires to 
a distance of forty rods or so, rushes at 
the entrance at full gallop, and, without 
checking the speed of his horse, leaps 
out of the saddle when the bar is 
reached, throws himself under it, and 
regains his seat, passing under the bar 
without touching the ground. 
The skill with which the Gaucho 
handles the lasso is the everlastin 
source of wonder. Hecan throw a coil 
of rawhide while at full gallop with as 
much accuracy as an expert riffeman 
can crack a glass ball, and will catch a 
running cow or sheep or hog, and bit 
the horn or head or foot at will. Duels 
with the lasso are often fought, the con- 
testants throwing nooses at the heads 
of each other, sparring and dodging 
like pugilists until one or the other of 
them is caught and dragged out of the 
saddle.

UIRIES BY ITALY INTO OUR 


PRODUCTION. 


Itallan Merchants Fear That the 
California Product Will Affect 
Their Trade—Variecties of Lemons 
Compare. 


{San Francisco Chronicle, Aug. 18th.] 
The telegraph stated a few days ago 
.that the Italian Ministry of Commerce 
had been making inquiries into the ex- 
tent of the crane? and lemon produc- 
tion of the United States, especially 
regarding its effect upon Italian com- 
merce in those fruits. Further inform- 
ation regarding this matter was ob- 
tained yesterday from Charles Dondero, 
secretary of the local Italian Chamber 
of Commerce. 
Mr. Dondero was found busily em- 
loyed wrapping up the monthly bulle- 
tins published by the chamber, which 
are sent all over the United States, 
wherever there are Italian merchants. 
About 400 papers are also sent regular- 
ly to Italy to merchants there. The 
ag are printed in Italian, and con- 
a mass of information regarding 
California and its productions, and in- 
— intending settlers where to 


ocate. 

“Did the chamber give the Italian 
Government information about our 
citrus fruits?“ the reporter asked. 

es, replied Mr. Dondero, they 
wrote to us about it and we gave them 
considerable information. o did not 
use the exact language quoted in the 
dispatch, however. The dispatch says 
that it was reported that California can 
supply the American market through- 
out the year. The yearly orange crop 
of Italy is very great, and several 
millions of people live upon the orange 
and lemon business alone. Italy ex- 
* about 150,000,000 oranges a year 

this country, and about 180,000,000 
lemons. Most of the lemons are from 
Sicily. But few of the oranges come to 
this coast, nearly all being absorbed by 
the Eastern market. A few lemons 
come here, however, not more than 
about 4000 boxes a yeur. Last year 
nearly 6000 boxes were imported, but 
that was above the average. The 
Italian lemons are much hardier than 
ours, and will keep for eight months 
and stand a trip across the ocean. 
They will then be nearly as good as 
new. Our lemons, however, with the 
best of care, will not last more than 
four or five weeks. Most of the lemons 
are from Sicily. In the East they 
always talk about the Mediteranean 
eitrus fruits, but nearly all of them are 
from Italy.? 

Have any of our oranges been ex- 
ported to Italy?“ ; 

“Oh, yes, but only in small amounts 
—more as samples than anything else. 
The Italians have pronoun them 
very good. From the amount of capi- 
tal invested in the business there, and 
from the fact that the business is one 
of the leading industries of the country, 
you can readily see why .the Govern- 
ment, in behalf ef the Italian mer- 
chants, should make these inquiries. 
They desire to ascertain just how the 
American production is going to affect 
their trade. I have no doubt what- 
ever that California can produce ten 
times as many oranges as it does now, 
for all the way from Los Angeles to 
Shasta they can be raised. This is a 

uliarly fortunate State, you must 

ow, fer we have not the heavy winds 
and frosts of Florida, and the soil is 
well adapted to raising oranges. The 
amount of Dorange production of Cali- 
fornia is in fact as yet undetermined. 
Nobody can tel! it. In 100 years it 
may be 100 times greater than it is 
now.“ 

„How do our lemons compare with 
those of other countries? 

„They rank about third. First comes 
the Sicilian, then the Australian, then 
the Californian, and then the Mexican. 
The Mexican lemon will not last as long 
as the Californian even. Our lemons 
will not last to Europe. The limes will 
last longer, but are not used as much 
as the lemon. The lemon trade is one 
of the greatest resources of Sicily. The 
Italian Government, as you may see 
from the steps already taken by it, is 
doing all it can to assist the Italian 
trade in oranges and lemons, and is ac- 
quiring all information regarding 
matters which might affect it.“ N 


ASPASIA. 


Defense of a Noted Grecian Free- 
Lover. 
{Fortnightly Review.] 

Aspasia, with her small, arched feet 
and glorious wreaths of honey-colore 
hair, was the loveliest, as well as the 
most cultivated woman of her time. 
The honor paid to womanhood in its 
beauty, grace and intelligence culmi- 
nated in Aspasia. With more vivacity 
than Helen, she was as fascinating, as 
love-inspiring. She had every virtue 
but one, and even Socrates forgave her 
the want of that one. The Greek ideal 
of beauty and mind matching each 
other In a fair body a fair soul must 
. dwell,” says Socrates—had its fullest 
expression in Aspasia, the beloved of 
Pericles, himself the culmination of the 
most beautiful and the most honorable 
national ideal. She was his teacher in 
eloquence, and perfected his gift of 
verbal beauty. To her, indeed, 
it was said really due that famous 
oration which he pronounced in honor 
of those who fell in the Samian war, 
as well as other examples of that 
eloquence which ‘‘flashed and thunder- 
ing like Olympian Zeus, shook all 
Hellas.“ For her he broke all other 
ties, and repudiated his wife that he 
might be; faithful to her. For her 
this man, who ruled the noblest nation 
of the time, bore meekly the sarcasms 
of the comic poets, and humbled him- 
self to the people when she was ac- 
cused of impiety—pleading her cause 
with prayers and tears, and winning 
her pardon by the very agony of his 
love. For her he lived; for her and 
Athens, of which she was the human 
symbol. She was his life, his love, his 
soul,his glory. She gave him the best 
of her superb intelligence, and helped 
him to be the man he was. She was 
the friend of Socrates, to whom also 
she taught the magic of her eloquence, 
as she taught it to Alcibiades; and her 
influence over such men as these, who 
loved and honored her, of itself proves 
her nobility of nature. Hetaira she 
might be, but she was not corrupt.
